ANNUAL REPORT - 1963. 


Mr. Chairman and Councillors 
Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I present my Report for the year ended 31st. December, 
1963, together with that of the Public Health Inspector. 


The Vital Statistics again show no material differences 
between the figures for this District and those of the 
Administrative County of Devon. The ‘crude' Birth and Death 
rates depend upon the actual number of births and deaths which 
have taken place during the year, The ‘corrected! rates are 
the ‘crude’ rates modified by a factor worked out by the Registrar 
General, This takes into account the larger proportion of 
elderly persons in the District. 


Regarding the age at death, it is of note that 130 
of the 228 deaths which occurred were in respect of persons of 
75 years of age and more, 


The number of cases of Infectious Diseases notified 
during 19643 was 89. This is 74 more than in the previous year, 
and is due almost entirely to an increase in the number of 
cases of Measles. You will also notice the absence of Diptheria, 
Whooping Cough, Tetanus, Typhoid, Para-Typhoid, Poliomyelitis, 
and the fact that only one case of Tuberculosis was notified. 
All these diseases are now under almost complete control and 
could be eliminated from the Country by the exercise of 
continued vigilance and a relatively small expenditure of money. 
Once again I urge all parents to see that their children are 
given the protection which is available, free of charge, through 
their Family Doctor or through the County Council Child Welfare 
Clinics and schools.

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PUBLIC HEALTH INSPECTOR'S ANNUAL REPORT, 1963 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I submit my Annual Report for the year ended 
Slst December, 19635. 


This year has seen the commencement of two 
major projects, both involving housing. 


The first is the Central Redevelopment Area which 
will, if the Order is confirmed, replace a number of sub- 
standard houses with modern units. Confirmation of an 
Unfitness Order in this area was received in December, thus 
marking the first stage. 


The second project is the Kingsway Redevelopment 
Scheme in which it is hoped to replace the existing 100 
prefabricated bungalows with twice as many permanent housing 
units over a period of 6 years. Phase 1 of the scheme 
is under way with work having started on the building of 
15 units - 7 three bedroom houses and 6 two bedroom flats - 
on vacant land and permission has been sought to demolish 
an equal number of bungalows in order that Phase 2 may go 
ahead. 


The new refuse rounds appear to be working 
satisfactorily after initial difficulties with the expected 
reduction in overtime payments, and the Tip is in excellant 
condition. 


Once again I was unable, owing to the pressure 
of other work, to make the number of routine visits 
necessary in a seaside town of this size.

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RODENT CONTROL 


In addition to the 20 visits paid in relation to rat 
and mice infestation by the Public Health Inspector, 191 
inspections and 52 treatments have also been made by the 
Rodent Operator. 


In November a 10% test bait of all manholes in the 
District was carried out followed bv a block treatment in 
the vicinity of each of the 21 manholes showing evidence 
of an infestation. 


FOOD CONDEMNATIONS AND THE APPLICATION OF THE FOOD 
HYGIENE REGULATIONS, 1955 and 1960

also 116 tins and packets of various foods weighing 
approximately 394 lbs. have been destroyed including in 
this figure 172 lbs. of tinned cooked ham. This 
makes a total weight of 988 lbs. 


A total of 281 routine inspections were made to 
Food Shops, Cafes, Hotels, etc: to ensure compliance with 
the Food Hygiene Regulations. It was not necessary 
during the year to institute proceedings against any person 
and verbal warnings and advice were sufficient in most 
cases to obtain the improvements required. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES 
There are no slaughterhouses within the District. 
COMMON LODGING HOUSES 


There are no Registered Common Lodging Houses 
within the District. 


SEWERAGE 


Nearly all the houses in the District are connected 
to the foul sewerage system. Sewage flows by gravity 
to pumping stations at Teignmouth and Shaldon where it is 
screened, disintegrated and lifted to storage tanks, to be 
held until after high tide, when it is discharged through 
controlled outlets on either side of the river mouth. 

The enormous tidal outflow from the Estuary carries it far 
out to sea and the penstocks are closed again before low 
tide to prevent fouling of the Estuary on the flowing tide. 
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REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


New refuse collection rounds were put into operation 
at the beginning of the year and after modifications 
found necessary by experience, the result has been 
encouraging in that overtime was almost eliminated except 
during the season. 


The institution of a form of contract for the 
removal of trade refuse from shops, etc. and a charge for 
extra collections from Hotels, etc. provided a more 
efficient service and produced the sum of £132.15. Od 
during the financial year. 


Refuse is disposed of by controlled tipping at 
Broadmeadow and there were no rats found and no complaints 
of flies this year. The life of the present tip is 
rapidly coming to its close due to the phenominal amount 
of refuse being collected. 


HOUSING 


In August the Ministry of Housing and Local Government 
held a Public Inquiry after objections had been nade to an 
Unfitness Order made by the Council under the Housing 
Act, 1957 and Land Compensation Act, 1961 involving 16 houses 
in the Central Redevelopment Area. This Order was 
confirmed in December. 


The occupiers of these houses are to be rehoused 
within the Development Area and plans are under preparation 
for the provision of the necessary housing units. 


In addition to this Order four houses were Closed 
under Section 16/17 of the Housing Act, 1957, as not 
capable of being made fit at reasonable expense. Of these 
two were in the Central Redevelopment Area, one being owned 
by the Council. 


I have already mentioned that the Kingsway Redevelopment 
Scheme has been commenced and will eventually provide 
additional housing units but only 20 premises owned by the 
Council became available for re-allocation to families on the 
Housing List. Transfers have been arranged between 
tenants to assist the problem of overcrowding or under- 
occupation.

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WATER SUPPLY 


Water Engineer's Report for the year ended Slst December, 1963 
to Slst September, 1965 


This was the last year in which the Teignmouth Urban 
District Council was responsible for Water Supply, the 
undertaking having been handed over to the South West Devon 
Water Board on lst October, 1963. 


There was a continuous supply throughout the year. 

The history of public supplies started with the 
Improvement Act of 1836 when the Authority of that time 
were empowered to improve the water supply. The population 
then was barely 4,000 and the supply was obtained from 
public and private wells and the Streams which ran through 
the Town. 

Works were then constructed as follows ;:- 


1837 Land for Landscore reservoir acquired and 
reservoir probably built soon after. 


1871 Land for Hazeldown reservoir acquired and 
reservoir probably built soon after. 


1885 Shaldon Waterworks constructed - with well. 
1887 Mylor Waterworks constructed - with well. 
1898 Landscore and Hazeldown reservoirs roofed in. 


1907 New trunk main from Park Hill to take supply, 
in bulk, from Paignton U.D.C. 


1936 Trunk main (1907) relaid from Park Hill to 
River Teign. 


1954 Shaldon Waterworks discontinued. 
Forches reservoir constructed and new trunk 
mest) aic. 


1958 Mill Lane reservoir constructed. 
Booster Station at Park Hill constructed.
